SLAIN BY THE FALL OF THE SILK 
MILL

DURING THE CYCLONE AT READING 
Jhe List of Fatalities Now Lcaches Over 
a Hundred —S atemenis by Employes 
of the Wr -ckhed Building. 


MeAdbinc, Pa., January 10.—There is mourn- 
ing and sorrow in tiany households in Reading 
today. A pall of death hangs over the city. 
Fathers apd mothers, brothers and sisters, rela- 
tives and friends, are grief stricken over the 
work of last night. Over one hundred spirits 
are hushed forever in death as the result of the 
wreck and ruin wrought in this city by the 
storm of iast nignt. The eyclone jeft the en- 
tire city in darkness, which was only relieved 
by electric lights and huge boniires which shed 
their Jurid glare on the scence of death, 

All night iong brave and willing hands as- 
sisted in the work of rescuc of the dead, The 
disaster is fully as bad as reported in these 
Gispatches last night. The list of fatal cases 
will fully reach one hundred and may be more. 
Hospitals and nuadertakers establishments are 
filled with victims. Physicians are all busy 
and many private houses have been opened 
for the accommodation of the injured, When 
the first gray streaks of early morning ap- 
peared it portended a beautiful and happy day 
but not for the grief stricken residents of 
Reading. Thesmiling sun appeared and ev- 
erything was directly in contrast with the fury 
of last nicht. Then ecverything was dark, 
@igsmal and foreboding and finally wound up 
in the 

FACKIFICH OF ONE HUNDRED LIVES. 

Today all is arain bright and glorious in the 
heavens, as though mocking the work of last 
nicht. Tie rained silk mill presents a scene 
of desolation. “Phe Polis: church disaster sey- 
eral months ago was one of the most horrible 
accidents that bad startied the community, but 
the loss of life by that fatai cave-in of the floor 
when the dedication ceremonies were being 
condutted op a quict Sunday afternoon inks 
into comparative insignificance when placed 


in paralie! with the awful visitation of last: 


evening. Words of sympathy and heartfelt 
tokens of condoience wiit>doubtiess not be 
wanting, but they will be m@nyingless expres- 
sions if unaccempanied withSéme substantial 
offer of assistance to some of the fainities who 
have been so suddenly and heavily: stricken. 
For the purpose of offering this needed aid 
Mayor Kenney ai2 o'clock this morning issued 
the following proclamation:

The 
fearful evclone that struc’ this city at 5:30 0’elock 
last evening has hrousht sorrow and wantto many 
of our ncople, who are in such circumstances asto 
be nnabic to mect the emervency, ae tne occnsion 
calls loud! ediate action. Quick to respond 
to others in dist 3. lei us not failto do speedy 
justice to our own grief-stiicken people, 

The work of: rescue was greatly retarded 
from the singular manner. in which the silk 
mill collapsed. It did not blow over, as might 
have boon cLed, Lyon ue terri ible force of 
wind. hu ¢ in lily crusied down! failing in 
upon itself in one imass, nota vestige of the w alfs 
renail tanding above the stone founda- 
tions. I ifters and timbers of the flooring pro- 
jected in all directions. As the building was 
steam leated, fortunately, ihe ruins did not 
take fire, otherwise not one o f the unfortunates 
could possibly have escaped death in iis mest

The Dead at Pittsburg. 
Pirispvne, January 10.—Up to one o'clock 
this afternoon, the list of deaths by yesterday's 
accident reached 14. Two more bodies were 


found and four deaths occurred among the in- , 


jured. Five persons are missing who are al- 
most certainly in the ruins. 

The body of Willie Goe iuinan, aged sixteen 
vears, Was recovered at ten o’clock tonight. 
Young Gioettman was alive several! hours aiter 
the acc ident, and taiked to his rescuers as late 
9s 9 o’click last ni ight, but they were unable 
to locate him, and it is prob abie that he. died 
from exhaustion. Pour podies were taken 
from the tuins today, making sixteen so far 
recovered. The rescuers are still at work and 
expect ® réach Dr. Road's body before niorn- 
ing. Eight persons are still missing and be- 
lieved tobe in the w reck.

One of the men, Osear 
Walfram, was blown from the bridge te. the 
canal below, @ distance of abort cighty fect. 
He swan hare andis now confined to his 
bed. Two other men caught the railing while 
going down and held on until the sterm iad 
passed. Others lay down on the bridge and 
had their hands and knees badly bruised and 
blistered iu holding on to raiding. None 
of them, however, were s injured, and 
eft the bridge in safety storm had 
passed.

Sat Harnorn, L. I, . anuary 10.—The 
steamer George eeppold, which went ashore 
near Montauk Point yesterday morning while 
on a yoyage from Providence for Norfolk, has 
become a total wreck, The heavy wind and 
sea during the night drore the 
vessel on the rocks and she  be- 
gan to ga topieces. The captain, crew and 
one passenger were taken off by a life saving 
crew Withoutinjury.

The passengers went io New ‘ork tl iS morn- 
ing. ‘the captain says he vent to bed at 1:15 
a.m. Wednesday after ordering he inate to 
keep the s teamer hard aport. A few minutes 
later the vessel struck. She is breaking up 
rapidly. 

BALTIMORE, January 10.--The British 
steamer Macedonia, bound for A: , inoland, 
yesterday ran into and sunk the schooner 
Larinda Campbell and went ashore at the 
lower end of Craighill ch uinel, at § o'clock 
last evening. The value of the ship and cargo 
is about $250,000, She had a general cargo of 
corn, oil, coke. lumber and canned go ids. Ihe 
damage is unknown and xn effort will be made 
today to pull her off the beach. 

Philadelphia inp the Storm. 

PHILADELPHIA, degre 10.—-Philad 
suffered very little by today’s story, the er 
est damage being cansed by bursting of « 
burdened sewers in two or threes yplaces. Can 
‘den, however, suffered seve: ly in damage 
buildings. About twenty structures lost rocis 
and two or three were demolished. 

The breeze in Ohio. 

Lima, O., January 10.—Great damage was 
done here yesterday bya heavy windstorm 
which blew hundreds of derricks and pumping 
houses down in the oil fields and twisted off 
the spire of the Reformed German church and 
otherwise damaged the building. The court- 
house was damaged and also many private 
residences. 

Snow in the Northwest, 

Cuicaaco, January 10.—Dispatches received 
from many points in Michigan, Indiana, Iili- 
nois, Iowa and Wisconsin indicate that yester- 
day’s sifrm was general throughout tiie north- 
west, although most severe in Te rthern Wis- 
consin and Mic higan. In wt er Michigan the 
fall of snow ranges from eight ine hes toa foot. 
In Wisconsin the snow fall was from four 
inches to three feet. Vhe snow belt started in 
the southwestern part of the state and extends 
diagonally across to Cheboy gan. - 
fall was below C hippewa falls. Every Wis- 
consin read is affected more or less, but allare 
running trains. All through the northwest 
telegraph and telophone lines suffered se- 
verely. Lumbermen in Michigan and Wis- 
cousin are greatly pleased with the snow fall.

| GREAT DEADLOCK. 


WHICH THREATENS TO LAST AEL 
WINTER. 


WEAVER ACTING FOR REPUBLICANS 


His Obstructive Tactics Certain to Iead to 
An Extra Session of Congress—The 
Race For the Speakersh ip. 


Wasntneton, January 10.—[Special.]—The 
house of representatives is still in a hopeless 
tangle, and there seems to be no chance of any 
more business being transacted for many days 
tocome. Weaver still holds the key to the 
deadlock, and renews his oath that the key 
shall not be turned until his pet measure, the 
Oklahoma bill, is recognized. 

Mr. Randall, and tn fact nearly all the mem- 
bers of the house, do not” propose to yield any 
thing to General Weaver, and an early settie- 
ment seems hepeless. Mr. Randall said today: 

“I do not know what the other members will 
do, but I will rot before I give up.’ 

THE MEMBERS ANGRY. 

Nothing whatever was done today, and to- 
night the leading members of the house are 
racking their brains to find some means of 
disposing of Weaver. Many members say 
Speaker Carlisle should refuse to recognize 
him at all, andsome have been unkind enough 
to accuse the speaker of beingin league with 
him, but this is not true. The speaker is as 
anxious as any one to break the deadlock, but 
to refuse to recognize Weaver ona motion of 
tho highest privilege, would be a 
direct violation of the rules of the 
house, and this the speaker will not do. 
It has been suggested that the oniy way to kill 
the filibusterers off, is to do so by physical en- 
durance, by keepingthe house in session day 
and night, the members taking turns in re- 
maining until Weaver succumbs to physical 
exhaustion, but they cannot do this while he is 
on deck, for there is now in force a rule that 
the house shal] atijourn daily at 5 o’clock, and 

Veaver can pfevent this being changed by 
filibustering against it. 

Judge Crisp is very much disgusted at 
Weaver’s.condu@t in abusing the rule, and 
has- suggested that the -rules be 
changed to preserve the ‘substantial 
rights of a decent sized minority, but to take 
away from one or a half dozen more the power 
to obetract legislation. He thinks Weaver’s 
conduct will create inthe public minda de- 
mand that the rules be changed, and he thinks 
they should be changed this session, but only 
changed to the extent of correcting the eyil of 
a very small minority obstructing legislation. 
Of course he believes ina minority of from 
twenty-five to fifty members having power, 
and he wants the rules changed this ‘way, but 
not to leave it tothe next congress to change 
them, for he believes they will do more than 
correct the evil. They will destroy entirely 
the rights of a minority. 

WEAVER CAN STOP IT. 

An attempt to carry out Judge Crisp’s sug- 
gestion will probably be made, but even this 
Weayer can defeat by his obstructive motions. 
Weaver’s plan of filibristing is as follows: 
When the house meets he moves to adjourn, 
and pending this moyes that. when the house 
adjourcns itis to meet at some specified time. 
He calls for a~ division on the latter motion, 
and generally itis developed that no quoram 

spresent. In this case he calis no quorum, 
and acallof the house is ordered, and pro- 
ceedings stopped until a quorum comes in and 
votes. In ease his motion is defeated, then 
he immediately follows it with another to take 
a recess for half an hour or ten minutes, and 
so on until the day isconsumed. These mo- 
tions are of the highest privilege under the 
rules, and must be voted before any other bus- 
iness can be transacted.. It was observed today 
that many republicans did not vote at all, 
which meansthat they are perfectly willing 
thatthe deadlook shall continue for they 

ALL WANT AN EXTRA SESSION, 
and an extra session seems inevitable. The 
appropriation bills must be passed before the 
ist of June. With the housein a deadlock 
they cannot pass this session. and to get them 
through the incoming president must call an 
extra session, at the latest the latter part of 
April. | ‘he republican members say he wil! 
do this, and the candidates for the speaker- 
ship are therefore happy. ‘They are all work- 
ing like beavers to secure. votes, and each of 
the four leaders—Reed, McKinley, Cannon 
and Burrows-—consider their chances excel< 
lent. But if Blaine goes into the cabinet 
Reed will be thrown out, and therefore Reed 
and his friends are aiding the anti-Blaine men 
with all their power to get the Maine states- 
man out of the way. In case Reed its killed 
by Biaine, then the race proper will be be- 
tween McKinle yand Cannon. The latter new 
has the most votes pledged to him, but it is be- 
lieved McKinley will get the solid southern 
republican delegation, and in this event 
he will win the — speakership. With 
Keea in the race, however, not hanii- 
capped by Blaine, in the’ cabinet, then 
it will be lively with, many say, the chances 
in favor of a dark horse or some candidate like 
Burrows or Henderson, who has now very lit- 
tle support. Weaver, the man who is now keep- 
ine the aeadiock on the house, is the same man 
who was a candidate eight years ago on the 
greenbacker’s ticket. He is from Lowa, and 
has been a member of all the parties without 
being a credit toany: He is now in congress 
as an independent democrat. He was defeated 
in the recent election, and being an indepen- 
dent the democrats can do nothing with him 
in caucus. Therefore he can continue his 
tacties until he becomes tired, and it new 
does net seem that he will ever weary. 
~THE TOBACCO TAX, 

The ways and means committee of the hov%e 

are under considerable pressure to report a bill 


repe aling the tax on tobacco, in order that re-. 


lief may ‘be given at once eand the revenue re- 
duced that much. It has been long evident that 
no tarilf bill will pass the house “this session, 
and the North Crrollna and Virginia denio- 
crats ara especially anxious that the tax on to- 
baceo be repealed at once. Consequently,they 
arc bring ing great pressure to bear upon the 
committee to report such a bill. Representa- 
tive Bill Scott, of Pennsylvania, a member of 
the @ommittee, wants such a bill reported,and 
vave it as liis opinion today,that the committee 
would report it very soon. Ifit gets into the 
house its passage isassured, for nearly every 
democrat and a great many republicans, lel by 
Mchwiiniey, would supporipit,

President Cleveland Entertains His Cabinet 
—The Decorations. 
WASHINGTON, January 10.—The president 
gave a stave dinner of forty-six covers to mem- 
bers of the cabinet tonight, the second of the 
Winter’s series ef official entertainments. The 
white Sagas was handsomely decorated. for 
the oecasion, and the east room especially was 
dorne 4 with a profusion of tropical plants 
and flowers. Banks of green concealed the 
mantels on the west side of the room, while 
ihe nianteis on ithe east side were hid in a varie- 
ty of cut tiowers. In the center of the room 
and at the windows were masses of palms and 
evergreen. The dining table was arranged in 
the form of a double ‘*T,’’ and looked beauti- 
ful in its garniture of choice cut flowers and 
splendid dinner service. A miniature lake, 
with its banks lined with evergreen and red 
and white roses, was the principal floral deco- 
ration and was flanked at the ends by large 
pots of lovely tlowers. The Marine band tin 
full uniform occupied the lobby and rendered 
choice selections during tt ue ev ening. 


TUE WOOL MEN. 


They Hold a Convention and Pass Resolu- 
tions Demanding More Protection. 

WASHINGTON, January 10.—The National 
Wool Growers’ asseciation met in convention 
in the .Ebbitt house today; Hon. Columbus 
Delano, president of the association, in the 
chair. Thirteen states and territories, besides 
rarious sheep and wool growing associations, 
were represented 

The committee on resolutions presented the 
following report, which, was adopted unani- 
mously:

The mg 3 provide for an associ- 
ation of presidents to be a as “‘the Inter- 
state Railway association,’’ whose implied ob- 
ject shall be the enforcement of the interstate 
law, and the establishment and maintenance 
ofrates. One officer of each company, the 
president of which is a member 
of the association, shall be held 
responsible for the strict maintenance by his 
company of all rates and rules established by 
the association; and he shail not be at liberty 
to dep: rt therefrom unless by authority, in 
writing, of the executive board.

The Telegraph Operater Arrested on Sus- 
picton. 

Macoy, Ga., January 10.—-[Special.}]— Detec- 
tive Shackelford returned last night from 

sirmingham, Ala., having in custody Hi. F. 
Abercrombie, whom he arrested in Birming- 
ham, charged with being’ implicated in the 
robbery at Tenniile, on the night of December 
13, of the safe of the Wrightsville and Ten- 
nille railroad of $5.109.

He returned to Tenyille 
avd then went back to Birmingham. 

Theu Abersrombie was arrested he had

under guard in this city. J. W. Abercrombie, 
a brother of the prisoner, a lawyer of Edwards- 
ville, Ala., came to Macon to see the prisoner.

Ww, P. SMITH TELLS WHY HE SLEW 
F TT, RUSTIN.

A Seneational Murder Trial in Savannah— 


An Unfaithful Wife and a. Faithless‘ 


Husband. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 10.—[Special.]— 
The second day of the trial of W. P. Smith 
for killing F. T. Rustin, attracted a large au- 
dience. A number of witnesses were called 


for the defense. 
A CONSPIRACY FIXED ON RUSTIN. 

Robert Floyd, colored, was the first witness 
called. He lives in Bryan county, and knew 
Frank Rustin. Last May, the witness gave 
Rustin a ride in a buggy from astation on the 
Central, three miles across the country. ‘They 
were drinking as they drove along. Floyd 
proceeded to narrate a part of the conver- 
sation which he said took place. ‘Rustin told 
me,’’ said the witness, “that he intended to 
take his family up in Bullock. Then he 
would slip back to Savannah, kill Smith and 
return to Bullock, and nobody would suspect 
him. Rustin declared that he loved Mrs. 
Smith, and intended to get her after he killed 
Smith and go off with her. He told me thatl 
would hear of him in a few days.” 

“RUSTIN AND MRS, SMITH. 

A. W. Corker swore that he roomed in the 
Smith house from September 15th, up to date. 
He wasemployed at Fried and Hicks’s res- 
taurant, at night, and during the day was at 
his room much of the time. Mr. Smith was 
emplayed at Lowel’s warehoure. On two ac- 
casione the witness heard conversations be- 
tween Mrs. Smith and Rustin. Once she was 
crying. She told Rustin that he had caused 
her a great deal of trouble, and she wanted 
him to cease his attentions to her. On the 
other occasion Rustin was begging Mrs. Smith 
togooff with him. “I love you, andI will 
die and go to —— for you,” Rustin declared. 

SMITH ADMITS THE KILLING. 

After a recess, W. P. Smith, the defendant, 
made his unsworn statement tothe jury. He 
said : 

“The killing of F. T. Rustin by me has 
never been denied by me. FE admit it. My 
reasons, I think, you will consider good. I 
was raised in Tatnall county on my father’s 
farm, and lived there until | was twenty-two. 
In 1878 or 1879, Miss Sarah Dukes visited an 
uncle in Tatnall. At thattime she visited 
my fatht:’s. She was a very attractive young 
lady, I thought, and I fell in love with lier, 
and ina short time we were engaged. In 
Jannary, 1881, Icame to Savannah, and was 
married to Miss Saliie Dukes. We lived very 
happy. 


MRS. RUSTIN’S REVELATION. 


“On April 12 last, Mrs. Rustin, Frank’s wife, | 


came to the warehouse where I was employed, 
and said that she wished to talk to me pri- 
vately. She asked me if I was aware that my 
wife and her husband were very intimate. I 
told her I thought she must be mistaken. I 
had every reason to believe in my wife. She 
handed me four letters from my wife to 
Rustin. They were such letters as a wife 
should not write to another man, but there 
was nothing in them that would indicate that 
there had been any criminal intimacy between 
them. That night, when i went hoie, I con- 
fronted my wife with the letters, She did not 
deny that she had written them, saying that 
she was not so much to Blame. She went toa 
trunk and took out some letters that Mustin 
had writted to her.” 

At this point Mr. Meldrim snegested that 
the prisoner should read the Rustin letters, 
With asteady yoice, Smith read some of the 
letters. 

NEGOTIATING WITH THE LIBERTINE. 

‘‘Aiter reading these letters, I asked my 
wife if there had been anything crimina 
between her and Rustin. She told me that 
there had not been. I believe if there had 
been she was honest enough totellme. She 
did tell me about her mother meeting Lustin, 
and that Rustin had declared that he would see 
her at any cost, even if he had to killme. My 
wife sent for her mother, and when she came 
down we decided to havea consultation with 
Mr. Rustin and his wife.” 

Mr. Smith then went into an extended 
account of his negotiations with-Rustin to in- 
duce him to leave the city. One day, how- 
ever, Mrs. Smith told him tha story which 
nerved him up for revenge. ~Lhe prisuner 
then continued. 

THE STORY OF THE KILLING. 

‘‘As 1 was going out [suddenly came upon 
Rustin as I turned the corner. He was not 
twenty-five yards away. All that hehad done 
to me came up before me, and [ made up my 
mind right there to killthis man, to prevent 
him from succeeding in ruining my wife and 
family’s happiness. I had exhausted all the 
meaus in my power to setile the trouble amica- 
bly. Butall he had done to me loomed up, 
and not believing that he intended to cease 
persecuting me, I believed it was my duty to 
shoot him down likea dog, and I walked di- 
agonally across the street and didit. I never 
believed there was any Criminal intimacy be- 
tween my wife and Rustin, and I do not be- 
lieve it to this day.” 

HE WILL BE CONVICTED. 

The impression is that Smith will be con- 
victed of murder, and perhaps be recon- 
mended to mercy. 

His wife, Sallie Dukes, has borne a very bad 
reputation from her girlhicod down to date.

When the resolute sheriff of Birmingham 
and his plucky followers saved Hawes from 
the mob and shot down the 
the jail, the wisdom and lawfulness of the 
officer’s course was questioned by many. 
Those were days of passion and madness. 
A red mist blinded men’s eyes—they could 
e the graves of the brave men who had 
been misled in a moment of excitement, 
and they could see their weeping widows 
and orphans, but they could not see and 
distinguish the right from the wrong. So 
there was a great clamor for vengeance, 
and some said that nothing but the blood 
of Sheriff Smith would satisfy them.

They appear to begin in the 
largest stretch of open ser on the globe—the south- 
west Pacilic ocenu—whence they are propagated in 
ali direetions,su! ject, howeyer, to complications 
and irregularities arising from the distr 
land upon the gl be and Irom the contigu 
the bottom of the sea.

“In case the road is sold, Mr.

‘That isa difficuit question to answer,’’ replied 
Mr. Calhoun, “because it is dependent upon so 
many contingencies. Itis so heavily cap .talized 
that it would be difficult to find a purchacer at all 
unless the fixed charges were reduced and the 
property thoroughly reorganized. Ifit should come 
to sale under its first mortgsge bonds nobody and 
no corporation would beso much interested in its 
purchase as the people of Charlesten. They could 
afford, it seemsto me, topay more tor it than any- 
body e!se. It seems to me, howeyer, that tbe hold- 
ers of the second mortgage bonds would either 
brave to sell their bonds or combine 
among théernselves for thetr own  protec-
